To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  Benton  Street  School  in 
1955-1956  was  14,  the  average  membership  10.97  and 
the  percent  of  attendance  96.6.  Of  the  14  enrolled  at 
Benton  last  year,  four  were  tuition  pupils  from  East- 
on.  There  were  12  pupils  enrolled  in  other  districts; 
one  pupil  attended  the  high  school  at  Haverhill ;  five 
pupils  attended  Woodsville  High  and  six  elementary 
pupils  attended  school  at  Warren. 

At  the  Benton  Street  School  this  year  the  total  en- 
rollment is  12.  There  are  5  elementary  pupils  attend- 
ing at  Warren,  one  high  school  pupil  attending 
Haverhill,  four  at  Woodsville  and  one  at  Plymouth. 

Now  that  Pembroke  Sanitorium  has  closed,  more 
children  are  enrolled  at  the  Glencliff  Sanitorium. 
Some  of  these  children  are  able  to  continue  their 
studies  and  we  are  cooperating  with  Miss  Witham 
towards  their  instruction.  Correspondence  courses 
are  supplied  by  the  school  district  of  the  child's  resi- 
dence. Mrs.  Boemig  has  supplied  some  elementary 
materials  to  the  children.  At  times  a  visiting  teacher 
may  be  required. 

Work  is  progressing  well  at  the  Benton  Street 
School.  Should  you  have  an  opportunity  to  visit 
school  you  will  see  interesting  projects  in  science  and 
other  areas  of  instruction.  The  children  are  happy 
in  their  work  and  enjoy  the  school  activities  spon- 
sored by  Mrs.  Boemig,  their  teacher. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Moulton,  School  Nurse,  visits  school 
regularly,  checking  the  children's  growth  and  health. 
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Mrs.  Russell  has  been  very  helpful  with  Polio  clinics 
and  all  matters  of  health  pertaining  to  the  commun- 
ity. 

Your  School  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  its 
interest  in  the  welfare  and  education  of  Benton  chil- 
dren. I  wish  to  thank  each  of  you  who  help  us  in  this 
important  work.
